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The Falls of Foyers are situated within a mile of 
the shores of Loch Ness and are annually visited 
by hundreds of tourists in the Highlands. The 
River Foyers winds its way through a charming 
sylvan glen, finally hurling itself with most im¬ 
pressive effect through a gap in the rocks, forming 
the two famous falls. 
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
